His Grace contemning to agree to their Terms, or to indulge 
| Rebellion at ſuch a rate, contrary to the eſtabliſhed Laws of 

that Kingdom, drew up his Forces towards them : ; the Rebels 
had ſecured Bottle-bridge, having ſtrongly barrocaded it , ha- 
ving a very conſiderable party of Horſe there , and had olan- 
ted their Army on the other tide the River ; but notwithſtan- 
ding that, his Grace made an Attack upon them with a like 
party of Hoſe, which behaved themſelves with that Gallantry 
and Courage, as ſoon cauſed the Rebels to quit their Poſts 


with very conſiderable lols. 


- His Grace having thus ſucceſsfully gained the Bridge, pre- 
ſently marched them over and drew up his main Body ; and 
abr] having put them in Battalia, and giving neceſlary Orders 
to his Officers, his Grace engaged their main Bod y 3 andafter 
a ſharp Diſpute, gave them a finat Rout , deſtroying moſt of 
their Horſe, and ſo much difordering theit Foot, that few of 
them eſcaped, fave a ſmall number which fled into the Woods 


about Hambleton.

Banner who is the Lord of Hoſts. 


Thoſe whom they thus called their Friends and Kinſmen , 
were ſo ready and vigorous in fighting againſt them , and the 
happy Victory which they obtained over them , ſeems rather 
to repreſent to every Loyal Subject, and impartial mind, that 
it is not the Lords cauſe or quarrel, which thus they pretend 
to maintain , but rather a fighting againſt God , in rebelling 
againſt their lawful and undoubted Soveraign and His Govern- 
ment, and bringing upon themſelves a Curſe inftead of a 
Bleſſing.
